The strikers, headed 
Socialist leaders, paraded the streets this 
morning and afterward attempted to prevent 
the loading of the steamer Holland. The po- 
lice intervened and the loading of the steamer 
proceeded. Several ofthe ship owners have 
resolved not to grant the increase of wages 
demanded by the strikers.

UNITED STATES COURTS. 


An Important Trade Mark Decisioun—The 
4% Bromidia““ Case Kuocked Out. 


An important decision was rendered by 
Judge Brewer in United States Circuit Court 
this morning in the caseof the United States 
vs. Gustave Koch, which had been appoaled 
from the District Court, Koch is 
one of the twenty or more drug- 
store keepers who were arrested oh a 


charge of infringing on the trade mark word 
‘*Bromidia’’ which Battie 4 Co., the chemists, - 
claim the sole right to. Judge Brewer said the 

law of 1876, under which the prosecution was 

made, was based on the law of 1870 
and that law was declared un 

constitutional, hence any law based on it 
could not be held constitational. The de- 

murrer to the indictment was overruled and 

quashed and Koch was discharged. There are 
about twenty more cases ot the same kind 
which will be affected by this ruling. Several 
druggists entered a plea of guilty and paid a 
fine some months ago. 


Overruled a Demurrer. 


Judge Thayer rendered a decision while on 
the United States Circait Court bench this 
morning overruling a demurrer in tne $ 820,000 
damage suit of John Pike, a watchman who 
was injured by a Chicago & Alton train on a 
bridge he was watching. There was & blic 
crossing half a mile west of the ridge 
where every engineer was ordered by law 
sound the bell and whistle. Pike said such a 
signal was not given, and the attorney for the 
railroad claimed Pike ¢ould not take advant- 
tage of this fact as he was hurt half mile away 
from the bridge.

Jordan isto the lottery dealers what 
Patriarch Singleton Cave isto the gamblers, 
and his colleagues have railied to his support 
in order to test the law in the matter,

SHE WAS A WILLING PRISONER. 


Sisters of the Good Shepherd Explain a 
Sensational Story. 


A sensational story was told in a noon edi- 
tion of an afternoon paper to-day of the al- 
leged confinement in the House of the Good 
Shepherd of Mrs. George Wockwitz for over 
Aa year against her will, and of her release 


under threats of legal proceedings. It was fur- 
ther described how Mr. Wockwitz met 
his wife near the convent, at 17th 
Chestnut street, immediately after her release, 
and of the affecting scene which occurred. 
The Assistant Mother Superior at the House 
of the Good Shepherd was seen by a reporter, 
and told the. following story: Mrs. Wock- 
Witz, whose maiden name was Miss Mamie 
Gavin, was admitted to the house a year ago 
last May on the application of her mother, 
who said that her daughter was intem- 
parate, that her husband did not support 
her, and her father, Mr. Gavin, would not 
allow ber to remaininthe house with him. 
When she came here she adopted the name of 
Theresa. All who come here change their 
names and she followed the rule. She be- 
longed to the class of penitents and was not a 
member of any society in the convent. 
She was not a sister, as has been 
stated. During the time she was here she did 
nothing at all. Her motber paid $5 per month 
tor ber board for three months, and then 
ceased to pay anything. We did not object to 
her refusal to work, because she was sick ail 
the time she was here; her stomach had been 
so disordered by drink she could not retain 
food. Dr. Briggs and other pbhysteians 
attended her. She never asked to be allowed 
to gO away and was not restrained from 
going. Sometimes she would say that she 
wondered when her mother would come for 
her, dut that was all. She became intimate 
with a young girl, Julia Liebreich, who had 
been put in here by her father when 
pt’ f young. Julia was known here 
as Aloyisa and was a consecrated penetent, 
but not a sister. ae oy was allowed to go 
out oceasionaily as she was in poor health 
and the confinement was not good for her. 
Two weeks ago Julia went out. I understand 
she visited Mre. Wockwits’ busband 
and told him where his wife was. She 
did not return after that, but went 
toher father on Franklin avenue, where I 
believe she How is. Wotkwitsz sent a lawyer 
here day before yesterday, and he demanded 
the release of Mrs. Wockwitz, threatening 
legal proceedings. As we had no claim on the 
girland were simply seep iag ber here to re- 
form her, if possible, we let her 
go. sent a note to her 
mother telling her Mrs. Wockwits would be 
put out at 4 o’clock, and she promised to send 
her daughter Lily down for Theresa. Lily did 
not come, and lunderstand Theresa was met 
at the gate by her husband,’’ 
Mre. Wockwitz’ father was once a member 
of the Board of Police Comm! ners, and is 
yeu known In the sity. As Miss Mamie Gavin 
rs. Wockwitz sang In several church choirs.

PLANS CAREFULLY LalD ron ASTAMPEDE 
10 THAT CITY. 


How the Gothamites Hope to Win the 
World's Fair—The New England States 
Will Oppese the Scheme — The Sonth- 
west and Its Position in the Canvass.

= „Some of our States 
are nominally for New 

— York, but with the ex- 
ception of Maine, New Hampsbire and Ver- 
mont I do not beMeve that any are truly de- 
sirous of having the Fair located there. It is 
even doubtful if Vermont is warmly in favor 
of New York, as that State has 
many interests in the Northwest. Massa- 
chusetts has already pronounced 
in favor of Washington and at least two and 
possibly three of the Connecticut Oongress- 
men wilivote for Chicago. Massachusetts, 
Rhode Island and Connecticut are almost as 
deeply interested inthe advancement of Chi- 
cago as the residents of that city, as the 
mortgages which cover a great portion of Chi- 
cago are held in the East, principally in Bos- 
ton and by the Hartford insurance compa- 


nies. 
THE NEW YORK SITUATION. 


„That these States want Chicago chosen as 
the point for the World's Fair is evident, 
and such support as New Tork 
receives from the three Southern New 
England States will not amount to anything. 
The candidacy of Washington is not regarded 
as serious, as that city is not really in the race 
at all and does not want the Fair. The States 
that vote forthe Natlonal Capital, with the 
possible exception of Delaware, Maryland and 
the Virginias, regard Washington assimply a 
stalking horse to enable them to conceal their 
real preference. I was in New York last 
week and talked with 4 number 
of members of the General Committee. 
All agreed that the full strength of New York 
would be developed during the first few bal- 
lots, and that fa majority could not be ob- 
tained early in the engagement New York 


would simply have to decide which city it 
should cast its influence in favor of. If 
Washington sbouid ＋ 1 out the hope of the 
New York men is that all the States favoring 
the National capital will vote for the larger 
city. lf the Pacifie Coast joins in it is expected 
that enough votes will be gained in 
Ohio, Indiana, Kentacky, Tennessee and Ala- 
bama to carry the day. These votes do not 
naturally belong to New York, whose influ- 
ence really lies east ofthe Appalachians, and 
north of the Potomac. The Soutbern Atlantic 
States have no particular friendship tor Nev 
York, but are intensely opposed to Chicago, 
and in a fight between the two cities would 
fayor the former. 
PLOTTING A STAMPEDE. 

The New York men are bard at work with 
the North and South Carolina repre- 
sentatives and also those from Georgia 
and Florida, trying to induce them 
to lead a break in favor of New York on the 
third or fourth ballot. This will not be very 
dificult, as several representatives will, to 
my certain knowledge, vote for Washington 
simply on orders from the New York man- 
agers, so that they can change at the proper 
time. Everyone knows how breaks in a con- 
vention operate, and in a case like this Con- 
gress will not be unlike a nominating con- 
vention. All the plans are laid fora stampede 
— New York, and upon this the managers 
rely. 

„The New England men are thoroughly 
alive to what is going on and are prepared to 
meet the move. As soon as a rush for New 
York from Washineton manifests itself the 
three southern New England States, and possi- 
bly Vermont, will break for Chicago. Whatthe 
result will be depends upon the action of the 
Southwest, and it will be found that this sec- 
tion, together with Ohio and Kentucky,really 
controls the situation. If Missouri, EA 
Arkansas, Texas, Loulsiana, Tennessee, Mis- 
sissippi and Alabama stand firm for St. Louis 
it will be practically impossible for either New 
York or Chicago to get a majority. It New 
York fails to win on the first break her bolt 

I that case it seems to 
Louis has by far 
„ The whole Atlantic 
Chesapeake Ba would 
certainly vote for this city, with New York 
and Washington out ot the field. New Eu- 
giand would as certainly goto Chicago. The 
uncertain factors in this case would be New 
York, part of Pennsylvania, Kentucky, South- 
ern Indiana, Kansas and the Pacific Siope. 
That New York would favor st. Louis 1e re- 
garded as most probable, and would be prac- 
tically certain were it not for the unfortunate 
circular issued to the South and Southwest 
criticising, at least by implication, Northern 
men and methods. But even with this I believe 
St. Louis can win if it can keep the South- 
western vote solid and gain the Pacific coast 
when the break comes, for the New York men

Two Murderous Fire-Bugs Narrowly Escape 
- Being Lynched in ea. 2 


MARSHALLTOWN, Io, September 7. - At 
Holland, yesterday morning, J. N. Vennum, 
Frinetpal of the school, wont t the depot at 
an Oarly hour to meet hie wife. Two rough: 
looking men, who wers there, after asking 


Vennum a few questions, began to threaten 
him and finally drove him away. Vennum 
found the Constable and the two returned, the 
latter with a lantern, to arrest the miscreants, 
but they attacked the Constable, breaking 
the lantern and setting the depot on fire. 
They escaped in the darkness and the fire was 
extinguished by the citizéns. They were 
found at 10 o’clock at Reinbeek, in a box car. 
The Sheriff with three other citizéns demand- 
ed their surrender, They elimbed out and 
started to escape, one of them shooting 
at the posse as he ran. The Sheriff returned 
the fice, nine shots te exchanged. The 
ramps were not shot, but one of the bullets 
struck Archie Neat, an old resident, in the 
neck, inflicting a. fatal wound. The villains 
escaped in the excitement, but were pursued 
and captured several hours later. They were 
brought to the Marshalltown jail last night for 
safe-keeping and to prevent lynching. They 
gave their names as John White and Thomas 

unams and are desperate looking char- 
acters. 

At an early hour this morning a great 
crowd surrounded the jall, clamoring for 
the Sheriff to give up the prisoners. This will 
not be done, ahd an attempt will probably be 
made to enter ay jall and take the 4 
out. It is not likely that the crowd will be able 
to break the doors down, as the men, being 
mostly from tue country, have no tools with 
which to work. The prisoners are cowering 
N and imploring the officers to save 
them. 

But for the quick removal to the jail here of 
White and Williams, the two tramps responsi- 
bie for the 1 shooting yesterday after - 
noon, there would have been a lynching. 
Whenthe men were caught they were ar- 
raigned at Reinbeck merely on a charge of 
carrying coneealed woapons and sent up for 
thirty days to await the result of Neal’s inju- 
ries. An excited crowd had gathered, a rope 
was pepdeced and but for an Opportune train 
to this city both men would have swung. 
After the train left there was serious 
talk of organizing a crowd and 
riding to this city, but this 
was simply wild talk. The two men were 
seen in jailthis morning. Whilliams refused 
to talk, but White finally acknowledging hav- 
ing done all the shooting. He deciared he 
shot only at the Sheriff and expressed regret 
over the hitting of Neal, inguiring anxiously 
as to his condition. Reports seat out last 
night that the jail was surrounded were false. 
Neal is still alive, but will probably die. Ex- 
citement at Reinbeck still runs high, but 
there will be no attempt at lynching here. 


COLLIDED WITH A SCHOONER. 


The Frightful Accident at Carnegie’s—Killed 
in a Runaway. 


Newport, R. I., September 27.—The steamer 
Providence of the Old Colony Line was in ool- 
lision last evening with a three-mast 
schooner, the Avis, Capt. Farnsworth, of St. 
Johns, N. H. She came into her dock this 
morning late in consequence and with ber 
starboard side forward of the paddlewheel 
open for sixty feet. The accident occurred 
about 8 o’clock off Schuyler’s light, twenty- 
five miles from New York. The pilot of the 
steamer claims that the schooner displayed no 
lights. The schooner struck the steamer head 
on, ripping out Sixty feet of the main deck 


guerds with a small portion of the upper part 
of the bull, about thirty feet of the upper deck 
guards, and taking out five of the outside 
state-rooms. The schooner nad her wheel 
head carried away. The Providence came to 
anchor at once and sent out two small boats 
in which the crew of the echooner were taken 
off. It was found that the Captalu of the 
schooner was badly injured dy the wheel, the 
force of the collision Ri out overy spoke. 
The Providence came to all right with her side 
open, the sea having only a slight ewell and 
the steamer being kept well over to port. The 
passengers on théstarboard side were some- 
what fr ee some on the port side 
did not know of the céllision till morning. 
One state-room had its floor ripped out and an 
old lady who oocupied the room tell through 
on ber bed to the deck below, landing on 
some bags uninjured. 


A Frightful Accident, 


PITTSBURG, Pa., September 27.—A blast fur- 
nace, containing six tons of molten metal, 
burst last night in Carnegie’s Edgar Thomp- 
son Steel-works at Braddock, and five per- 


sons were burned, tWo fatally. The furnace 
had not been working well for some time, 
Capt. W. R. Jones, general man- 
works, was there to 
couid repair it. There 
were halfadozen men sround the furnace 
when it broke. Capt. Jones was badly burned 
all over the body, Michael Quinn was burned 
so bad the flesh fell off; John Mokake burned 
about the body and Capt. Ned Quinn burned 
about arms and chest. Quinn and Mokake 
will die. * 

The men injured in the molten metal acci- 
cident at the Edgar Thompson Steel-works 
last night, With probably two exceptions, are 
out of danger. Capt, W R. Jones is suffering 
a great deal from his wounds, but will re- 
cover. The fleshless body of Michal King, the 
missing Hungarian, was found about mid- 
night embedded in the hot steel. It is stated 
that the lives of all the men at the furnaces 
were saved by an unknown hero, who, with 
wonderful presence of mind, turned the vaive 
and shut off the blast as soon as the break 
occurred. 


Killed in a Runaway. 


ANN ARBOR, Mich., September 27.—Prof. 
Benj. E. Nichols was killed yesterday while 
trying to stop his runaway horse. Deceased 
had been a teacher in the public schools here 


for twenty-five years, and organized and con- 
ducted the commercial department in the 
High School.

Commissioner Klemm opened the proceed- 
ings and talked awhlie ina general sort ot a 
way. Then Col. Flad took a hand and asked 
Mr. Furlong if he had said that the Repub- 
lican clerks in the board office were trying to 
make trouble tor bim. Mr. Furlong said he 
was not responsible for statements published 
as coming from him. Then everybody got 
into the discussion, all talking at once 
and no one paying any attention to what any- 
one else was saying. By this time the com- 
mittee was well warmed upand Mr. McMath 
told Mr. Furiong not to open his mouth to re- 
porters until he knew what he was talking 
about. There arose a little question as to the 
time of filing certain papers. Mr. Furlong had 
the time about8’o’clock and Mr. McMath an 


hour orsolater. Mr. McMath, if he did not 
question Mr. Furlong’s veracity, was 
right ud in the neighborhood of it. 
After a great deal of round-about talk and 
much digression from the subject, the discus- 
sion was closed andthe differences adjusted, 
and everybody cooled down. Mr. Furlong 
went back to his office and the commissioners 
went on with other business.

Sprinkling Matters. 


Sprinkling Inspector Brown le taking steps 
to have a thorough revision of the entire 
sprinkling system next year as far as the list 


of streets to be sprinkied is concerned. 

He is notifying hg mamber of the House 
of Delegates of his intention, and has re- 
quested each one to suggest streets heretofore 
unsprinkled, which will need attention 
nex year. Maps of each ward and 
each sprinkling district have been. made 
showing the streets sprinkied this year, and 
those notsprinkled, Ali the new streets will 
be marked on these maps, and then the whole 
city re-divided and re-districted. 

he extension of the system next year has 
become necessary froma variety of reasons. 
New streets have been opened and improved. 
Some heretofore unpaved or unmacadamized 
have been put in shape, and in many parts of 
the city houses have been built where there 
wére vacant lots on both sides of the street. 

In addition to the reorganization of the 
systems of sprinkling, Inspector Brown is 
trying to have King’s highway from Forest 
Park southward sprinkied this fall, He said 
to-day: ‘‘lam now sprinkling Lindell avenue 
on Sundays outside of the contract by 
special arrangement, but much of the good 
done in that way ie entirely undone by the 
dusty drives to the southward. Now that the 
driving on 8 is being so much in- 
creased there ought to be something done to 
keep the dust down there. We have no water, 
however, and want some plugs along there.’ 


Its Own Lawbreaker. 


The city of St.Louis has been for a number of 
years past and is still violating an ordinance 
which in other cases is enforced very strictly, 
and has put itself in a position where it can- 


notforsome time compel itself to comply 
with the law. 

At the Work-house the boilers and engines 
in one of the departments are in charge 
of a risoner in the Work-house 
who s not a licensed engineer 
as the law requires, but he is getting no pay 
for the work and there is no appropriation for 
a regular man. The matter was brought to 
the notice of the Mayor by Boller Inspector 
McCleliand, but nothing can be done at pres- 
ent.

SAILED UNDER ANOTHER FLAG. 


The Peculiar Case of the Coasting Steamer, 
Capt. John. 


By Telegravh to the Post-DisPaTca. 

New YORK, September 27.—The coasting 
steamer Capt. John, which recently carried 
the Mexican flag and borethe more euphon- 
ious name of Eureka, is lying near halt full of 
water at the middle pier of the Atiantic Basin, 
Brooklyn, in charge of Inspector of Customs, 
W. J. Dillen. She was seized by the Gov- 
ernment yestgrday for gross violation of the 


navigation laws and is lable to forfeitare. 
The seizure was made under instructions from 
Spee al Deputy Collector McClelland, acting 
rhardt, and all the papers in the 
ease have been sent to United States District 
Attorney Jesse Johnson in Brooklyn, witha 
request that he begin proceedings for the for - 
feiture of the vessel, cargo and furniture. 
The case is a peculiar ore, and is declared by 
old custom-hbouse officials to have had no 
parallel in this city. Smith & Lockwood, 
custom-house brokers, presented to Deputy 
Cellevter Jones ofthe Navigation division, on 
September 14, what purported to be an out- 
ward manifesto of the Mexican steamship 
Eureka and asked for clearance papers for 
Vera Cruz, representing that she had been 
entered ‘‘coastwise’’ at this port. Two days 
later one of the firm asked to have the clear- 
ance canceled as the Eureka’s voyage had 
been abandoned. It came out subsequently 
that in order to procure a tonnage certificate 
from the Surveyor a certificate of the Mexican 
Chancellor, dated September Ii, was fled, 
setting forth that the Eureka, formerly the 
American steamer Capt. John, was now under 
the Mexican flag. but on September 18 a notifi- 
cation came to the Surveyor, from the i- 
can Cousul showing that the sale of the v l 
had not been consummated and that ber as- 
sumption of the Mexican flag was not author- 
ized by that Government. trangély enough, 
both of these certificates, which were ad- 
dressed to the Collector, found their way to 
the Surveyor’s office,vut never were filed in the 
naval office, where ay | rightfully belonged. 
Thus the naval officer had no knowledge that 
an American vessel @ad changed ber nation- 
ality. The Eureka, or the Capt. John, as she 
ought to be called, sailed for Vera Cruz on 
September 16. Her commander was Capt. 
Bais, a Mexican, and ber machinery was in 
charge of Engineer Davis, formerly of the 
Haytien gunboat Belize. She got as far as 
Barnegat, when she sprang a ieak and was 
toreed to put back to Brooklyn. The Custom- 
house officials say that when she saliied 
she had the name Eureka painted on her 
stern and her pilot-house, but that when she
